Don't Be Too Strong! 


There are deadly dangers in exces- 
sive strength, or skill, or ability. They 
tend to over-confidence. It has often 
been said that it is the best swimmers 
who get drowned—they were so pro- 
ficient that they felt sure they never 
could drown. Great skill in motor car 
driving undoubtedly leads to many acci- 
dents and deaths; the drivers, relying 
too confidently on their ability to master 
any situation on the road, took one 
chance too many. The Bible gives a

When 
the Lord Jesus was criticized, by those 
who thought they were strong, for hav- 
ing so much to do with the spiritually 
weak, he answered: “I am not come 
to call the righteous, but sinners to re- 
pentance” (Matt. 9:13). A British min- 
ister has wisely warned: “Some are too 
strong for Christ, and they miss him. 
It is to the faint he gives power, and 
to them that have no might he increaseth

Where Is Our Treasure ? 


Men learn hard lessons when they 
turn away from God: In the Scriptures 
he has given us abundant light to guide 
us triumphantly through the maze of 
this life, but few will have it. They seek 
happiness everywhere else, and occasion- 
ally one who has drained this world to 
its bitter dregs speaks a true word. John 
Davidson, the British poet, wrote, “Busi-

cide, leaving an unfinished poem entitled

of his cynical saying there is much hon- 
est business in the world today. But if 
by “world” we understand thaf world 
(kosmos) against which John warned 
us, saying, “Love not the world” (1 John 
2:15), then there is all too much truth 
in Davidson’s phrase. We shall be 
spared such bitter experiences as his if 
we heed the words of the Lord Jesus: 
“Lay not up for yourselves treasures 
upon earth ... but lay up for your- 


selves treasures in heaven. ... No man 
can serve two masters. ... Ye cannot 
serve God and mammon” (Matt. 6:19, 


24). When we seek first God’s Kingdom, 
we may count upon his gracious promise, 
which cannot be broken, that “all these 
things [all needful things] shall be added 
unto you.”

wisps and streamers by an imper- 
ceptible breeze, hung almost mo- 
tionless over the lake.

Cabin doors and tent flaps flew open, 
and a shouting crowd of councilors and 
boys rushed to the lake for their morn- 
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ing dip in the cold water. A hearty 
breakfast followed, in the long, log din- 
ing hall, then came morning prayers 
led by one of the councilors. Beds were 
made, tent and cabin floors swept, and 
shoes and boxes set straight, so that 
when the inspectors of the day came 
round each group might receive a good 
mark. 

During the morning the whole camp 
gathered for a Bible study hour, and 
then divided. into several groups for 
nature study, manual training, and other 
pleasant duties undey the leadership of 
Christian councilors.

Questions About the 
Rimmer Lawsuit 


The widespread interest in the 
“Strange Story of the Lawsuit Against 
the Bible,” which is to begin in next 
week’s issue of THE SunpDay ScHOOL 
TIMEs, continues with unabated and in- 
creasing intensity. As readers of the 
Times know from full-page announce- 
ments in the issues of April 13 and May 
4, Dr. Harry Rimmer, President of the 
Research Science Bureau, has written six 
articles exclusively for this journal tell- 
ing the story of the sensational legal 
attack upon the Bible and equally sen- 
sational legal vindication of the truth- 
fulness of the Bible, which resulted from 
the Research Bureau’s offer of $1,000 to 
anyone proving any scientific mistake in 
the Bible, and the claim of a Freethinker 
publisher that he had done so, followed 
by his legal suit against Dr. Rimmer 
for the payment of the $1,000. The re- 
sult of the court trial was complete de- 
feat of the attack and vindication of 
God’s Word. 

Some earnest Christian people have 
questioned the propriety or righteous- 
ness of the Research Bureau’s offer and 
of the publicity given to the court trial, 
on the ground that such a cash offer is 
a technical scandal, theologically, and 
that a lawsuit against the Bible is a 
manifest legal absurdity. THE SuNDAY 
ScHoo. TrmeEs would not, of course, have 
arranged for the publication of these 
articles unless it believed that it is an 
opportunity for a needed and welcome 
testimony to the unimpeachable truth- 
fulness of the inspired Word of God. Let 
us remember that the lawsuit was not 
instituted by Dr. Rimmer or the Research 
Science Bureau; the attack was made 
against them, and they simply went into 
court to answer the attack. 

The well-known Christian attorney, 
James E. Bennet of New York City, was 
Dr. Rimmer’s lawyer, and his court de- 





fense of the case showed his firm faith 
in the Bible as well as his valuable legal 
knowledge. Mr. Bennet’s comment on 
the questions noted above is interesting 
and to the point. He writes: 


As to the two paints, I do not know 
any technical scandal1 of a cash offer of 
the kind made by the Research Bureau. 
It is conservatively worded and ought to 
be productive of good results; by which 
I mean that if anyone accepting the offer 
will send claims in to the Bureau he will 
receive a comprehensive reply setting 
forth facts concerning the Bible and its 
relation to science. This is instructive 
rather than controversial. I understand 
that many people have availed themselves 
of this opportunity. 

There is no doubt that a lawsuit against 
the Bible is a legal absurdity, but, how- 
ever absurd it may be, it was neverthe- 
less a fact which actually occurred, and 
therefore Christian people are interested 
in it, and justifiably so. The atheists 
brought a similar action in 1932 in New 
York City, and it appeared before two 
different judges, each of whom threw the 
case out because of lack of jurisdiction 
and the impossibility of proof. In the 
present case, however, the judge insisted 
upon conducting a trial and did so for a 
day and a half. . . . I am of the opinion 
that the Lord wanted the atheists to have 
their day in court, so that He could show 
them how impossible it is to prove that 
the Bible is wrong. 


Another interesting sidelight on the 
great value of a public trial of this sort, 
resulting in the vindication of God’s 
Word, is seen in the following incident, 
given in one of Dr. Rimmer’s coming 
articles: 

“An editor of a famous New York 
newspaper asked for an interview when 
the suit was first filed, and after some 





1In this connection, “scandal,” according to 
Webster, is “Disgrace brought upon religion 
by, or a religious or moral stumblingblock 
consisting in, something irreligious or wrong, 
especially on the part of a person of a re- 
ligious character or pretensions.’”” The Editor 
agrees with Mr. Bennet that there ‘was no 
such “disgrace upon religion” brought by Dr. 
Rimmer or the Research Bureau, but just the 
opposite — a stalwart and courageous testimony 
to the truthfulness of: God’s Word. 
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hours of questioning he said: ‘Dr. Rim- 
mer,-every member of the staff of our 
large paper hopes that you will win this 
suit. We scarcely know a thing that,is 
in the Bible, most of us have not read 
it for” years, but we are unanimously 
for it. If that is gone, what do we have 
left?’ .This same spirit met us wherever 
the trial was discussed, and that was just 
about everywhere we went! It is true 


that the claims of God’s enemies got , 


most of the space in the publicity when 
the case first started, but when the Scrip- 
ture emerged from the test victorious 
there was a note of satisfaction ex- 
pressed even by those who make no 
pretension to faith.” He's 
And let us not forget the testimony 
of the Bible itself to the righteous- 
ness of a public test, —a duel, as it were, 
between unbelievers and believers, in 
which the righteousness of God was puit 
to the test in a most sensational public 
scene, x 
God’s prophet Elijah, in unshakable 
faith in God, proposed the test and 
issued the challenge. He challenged 
four hundred and fifty prophets of Baal 
to a public test between their god and 
his God. They accepted the challenge 
and called upon their god, with all the 
intensity they could work up, to vin- 
dicate himself and themselves. The an- 
swer? Complete failure for Baal and 
his prephets. Then Elijah called upon 
his God to vindicate himself and his 
prophet, and God heard and answered 
in one of the stupendous, sensational 
miracles of Bible history. The thrilling 
story is told in full, including Elijah’s 
taunting ridicule of the false prophets, 
in 1 Kings 18. Was this astounding re- 
ligious duel, this offer to unbelievers 
and the result, a “scandal”? Did it bring 
disgrace upon the religion of Jehovah, 
being instituted by “a person of a re- 
ligious character”? Or did it bring honor 
and glory to the name of Jehovah, vin- 
dicate him as the only God worthy of 
worship, and establish all the claims 
made by his prophet in his behalf? 
Let us praise God that he has put his 
seal so unmistakably upon the offer and

I wish all to know it is the Lord’s own 
work. What he has done for us he can 
do for you. We became really acquainted 
with him at camp. Why don’t you try 
it? You may receive even greater bless- 
ing —if that were possible.”

Giving Up the Self-Life 


EALITY —the cry of my heart, like 
thousands of other young people, 
was met in the Lord Jesus Christ while 
attending a conference in the mountains. 
My background is no different from 
the average in this so-called “stream- 
lined” age, with little or no Bible train- 
ing. That which I did learn as a child 
did not long stay with me. During the 
course of my junior high school days, I 
was suddenly brought face to face with 
the question: “Are you born again?” 
This stunned me. I couldn’t understand 
it. For days and days I could think of 
nothing else, wondering where I came 
from and where I was going. Thus be- 
gan my search for God! 
To be sure the adversary, the Devil, 
saw my struggle, and attempted with 
his subtle methods to destroy that which 
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the Lord had begun. I joined the 
church, and before long was kept. more 
than occupied with social affairs. I did 
not realize the full meaning of the sal- 
vation Jesus Christ had purchased for 
me on Calvary, and strove earnestly to 
do my best in service of my own choice. 

The Lord saw my need, praise his 
name, and came to my rescue. Then 
I accepted an invitation to attend the 
conference where I heard the full-orbed 
Gospel of Jesus Christ.

I needed in reality ‘that which 
Paul testified: “I am crucified with 
Christ: nevertheless I live; yet not I, but 
Christ liveth in me: and the life which 
I now live in the flesh I live by the 
faith of the Son of God, who loved me, 
and gave himself for me” (Gal. 2:20). 

Never shall I forget my vacation at 
that conference. When the releasing 
came within my soul, everything about 
me took on new life. It is impossible 
to express fully in word the peace 
within one’s heart after the Lord Jesus 
has been given full control. I enjoyed 
the fellowship of other young people at 
camp more than ever before on our 
canoe trips, hikes up near-by mountains, 
and sunrise walks, when we often held 
devotions. It was remarkable to watch 
from the hilltop the surrounding vil- 
lages and lake near by take on new life 
in the quiet when the first rays of the 
early morning sun would peek over the 
mountains on every side. This was a 
picture of significance to me of what 
God can do for a life darkened by sin. 

Every young person today needs, first 
of all, the Word of Life, and then the 
fellowship with others at a camp such 
as this, where the program is well- 
rounded and under competent, Spirit- 
filled leadership.

“°-T’HOU wilt keep him in perfect

— but the marvel of it all—

made me rich! Thus I meditated that 
night. 

These times were the most precious of 
all during my stay at camp. Three 


times a day — morning, noon, and night 
— we went apart for meditation, where 
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we could think through on problems 
arising from the study of God’s Word; 
where we could face the challenge of 
the messages heard; where we could find 
strength to say “yes” to him; where we 
could catch a vision of our risen Lord. 
Each of these periods was brought to 
a close as the trumpet sounded the notes 
of “All Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name.” 
Then we gathered or scattered, as the 
case might be, for fellowship — perhaps 
on the water front with canoes and boats, 
or around the tables, or perhaps in song, 
or even in work (dishwashing, peeling 
potatoes, and the like). 

But the richest and most intimate fel- 
lowship came on the last evening, when, 
gathered about the campfire, many told 
of decisions made in those quiet seasons 
alone with God. The struggles of the 
soul were written with tears on faces 
here and there, and struck a responsive 
chord in my own heart. Had not I stood 
in approximately the same spot on other 
occasions and spoken of my own des 
cisions? Could I not thereby mark the 
forward steps in my Christian life? 

Though there was nothing phenomenal 
about my growth in grace, I could look 
back ‘to that first decision I had made 
at these conferences—a decision to 
study his Word daily —and mark it as 
the turning point in my Christian expe- 
rience. It was as though God had there 
said, “Arise, go over this Jordan, into 
the Promised Land of your inheritance 
in Christ.” And so when I saw others 
of my friends, — some who had not even 
taken the initial step of acknowledging 
him as Saviour,— come into the posses- 
sion of real spiritual blessings, I could 
not restrain the tears. But I praised 
God that he had put it into the heart 
of one of his children to establish such 
a camp where the Word of God is hon- 
ored, and where young people are able 
to be alone with God long enough te 
meet together in his presence and settle 
questions there.

But a dear friend who had 
been there the previous year offered 
to pay my expenses, and I could not well 
refuse. 

I had been a so-called Christian for 
forty years. I was the wife of a min- 
ister in a very conservative denomina- 
tion. I had led in all the “religious” 
work expected of one in my position, 

I shall never forget my first impres- 
sion as my friend and I entered that 
empty auditorium. The strangest feel- 
ing came over me as we stood looking 
at the text that faced us above the plat- 
form: “To me to live is Christ.” How 
boldly the words stood out against the 
background of pine and cedar! 

I felt that I was in the very presence 
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of God; and as I read those words the 
second time I knew they were not true 
of my own experience as a Christian. 
The next revelation came at the morn- 
ing prayer hour. I was accustomed to 
“leading in prayer,” but this was dif- 
ferent; these people talked to the Lord 
in an intimate way that was foreign to 
me. I kept silence, for I saw that this 


_was true prayer and I knew it was be- 


yond me. 

Sunday afternoon at the “Expectation 
Meeting” I said that “I did not know 
exactly what to expect, as this was my 
first visit and everything was new to 
me.” My remark sounded rather “flat,” 
so I added, “But I am looking forward 
to a very enjoyable week !” 

By Tuesday noon I was under a deep 
conviction of sin. I had always known 
with a “head-belief” that I was a sin- 
ner, but now for the first time I knew 
what it was to have a heart “broken 
for sin.” I talked with a leader, and 
he suggested: “Perhaps you may need 
to confess openly your sins, by name; 
that may help you.” That night I con- 
fessed my pride, selfishness, lack of love 
and real devotion, and habit of criti- 
cism, as sin, to my prayer group. It 
was not easy. I asked them to pray 
that Christ might have victory over 
these things of the flesh in my life. I 
left that conference with a new attitude 
toward God and a new purpose in life, 
for I had given myself wholly to the 
Lord and was trusting the Holy Spirit 
to reveal his will for me “moment by 
moment.” 

As I took up my work again it was 
not in my own strength, and I had new 
victory over sin through my indwelling 
Saviour, a new joy, and new power in 
teaching and in prayer. °

HE well-worn quotation from Na- 

poleon that the greatest need of 
France was mothers is true of that 
nation, and all nations, only as the qual- 
ifying adjective “good” is expressed or 
understood. 

There is no doubt that the man of 
genius usually owes his mental ampli- 
tude, through inheritance, to his mother. 
Besides, she has in hand his earliest 
direction and training. 

George Washington was a replica of 
his mother—in stature, features, and 
mental make-up. Her household was 
governed by method and law, and he 
formed his habits of orderliness and 
business from her. Like her, he was 
silent, serious, self-contained, self-re- 
specting, and reserved—a river that 
ran deep. 

Lincoln declared: “All that I have, 
all that I am, I owe to my angel mother.” 
She taught him lessons of patience, in- 
tegrity, and democracy. 

Garfield was inspired to make some- 
thing of himself, when, lying in bed 
dangerously ill, he heard his mother, in 
an adjoining room, praying for his re- 
covery. He concluded his life must be 
worth something, and then and there re- 
solved that, in case of his surviving, he 
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would prove himself worthy of that 
prayer. 

Oliver Cygm\ell’s mothe was ‘an’ Wall 
usual housekeeper. -She reared sasegge 
family in corhtort, endowed five daugh- 
ters, so,that they married above their 
own family; and even when Oliver had 
become illustrious, she still influenced 
him. 

Goethe gave his mother credit for his 
genius and character. 

St. Augustine confessed: “It is to 
my mother that I owe everything. If I 
am thy child, O my God! it is because 
thou gavest me such a mother... . If 
I did not perish long ago, in sin and 
misery, it is because of the long and 
faithful years in which she pleaded for 
me. What comparison is there between 
the honor I paid her and her slavery 
for me.” 

John Wesley’s power of ruling men 
was derived (at least, from the human 
point of view) from his mother who, in 
her own home, maintained absolute 
authority. 

John Ruskin writes: “How much I 
owe to my mother for having exercised 
me in the Scriptures, and above all, 
having taught me to reverence them as 
transcending all thought and ordinary 
conduct.” 

“I would have become an atheist,” 
testified John Randolph, of Roanoke, 
“but for the memory of the time when 
my departed mother used to take my 
little hand in hers, and cause me, on 
my knees, to say, ‘Our Father, who art 
in heaven. .. .’” 

“What would I not give,” said Charles 
Lamb, “to call my dear mother back to 
earth for a single day to ask her pardon, 
on my knees, for all those acts by which 
I grieved her gentle spirit.” 

“The best of mothers, you have been 
to me. ...I1 believe the best woman in 
the world. I thank you for all your in- 
dulgence to me, and beg forgiveness for 
all I have done ill, and for all I omitted 
to do well.” (From a letter by Dr. Sam- 
uel Johnson to his mother.) 

Frances E. Willard affirmed: “If I were 
asked what is the true mission of the 
ideal woman, I would say, ‘It is to make 
the whole world mother-like.’” 

“Youth fades; love droops; the leaves 
of friendship fall; but a mother’s secret 
hope outlives them all.” 

Who can measure the power, beauty, 
patience, devotion, love, of a _ real 
mother?

Approach to the Lesson 


HE new covenant is the covenant 
Te grace. The legal covemant de- 

manded of man what the unre- 
newed person could not give — perfect 
righteousness —implicit obedience to 
the holy law of God as a ground of 
blessing. It is epitomized in the words, 
“Which if a man do, he shall live in 
them” (Lev. 18:5). But it contained the 
solemn warning, “Cursed be he that 
confirmeth not all the words of this law 
to do them” (Deut. 27:26). Because all 
were disobedient all found it to be a 
ministration of death, and condemnation 
(2 Cor. 3:7, 9). If it could have given 
life to dead sinners, it would then have 
produced righteousness, as Paul tells us 
in Galatians 3:21. But it was weak 
through the flesh (Rom. 8:3), conse- 
quently no man could be justified by 
the law (Rom. 3:20). 

But God used the law to show men 
their need of his grace because of their 
own utter sinfulness and their helpless 
condition. This grace is revealed in the 
new covenant, which is called the min- 
istration of the spirit (2 Cor. 3:8), and 
the ministration of righteousness (v. 9). 
It was sealed in the blood of Christ 
shed on the cross for sinners (Luke 





22:20). It will be made eventually with 
Israel and Judah when they are brought 
to Christ, but meantime all who believe 
in him come under its blessings. All 
such are saved by pure grace, are re- 
generated and indwelt by the Holy 
Spirit, who produces within every re- 
deemed one a desire to glorify God and 
obey his Word. This obedience, how- 
ever, is in no sense a procuring cause 
of salvation, but is the result of it. 
The law of God is implanted in the 
heart and mind of the renewed man, 
and the Spirit is the power of the new 
life. 


The Historical Setting 


Jeremiah began his ministry as a very 
young man, in the days of the godly 
king Josiah, and continued until Jeru- 
salem was destroyed by the Chaldeans. 
After that he ministered to the rem- 
nant left in the land, and was forced 
to accompany them when they went 
down to Egypt. He was a priest of 
the town of Anathoth. The dates of his 
birth and death are not given. 


Verse by Verse 


Verse 31—“A new covenant with the 
house of Israel, and... Judah.” This 
will not be until the restoration of Is- 
rael and Judah in the last days. At 
present they are still seeking to work 
out a righteousness of their own under 
the principles of the legal covenant 
(Rom. 10:3). 


Verse 32.—“‘Not according to the cove- 
nant that I made with their fathers.” 
That is, the new covenant is not de- 
manding a righteousness from sinful man, 
but it offers a righteousness to all who 
believe. In other words, it is not ask- 
ing men to do something in order to 
obtain life. It gives life to those who 
receive the message and this life pro- 
duces righteousness as a response to the 
goodness of the Lord. 


Verse 33.—“I will put my law in their 
inward parts, and write it in their 
hearts.” This implies regeneration, a 
new birth by the Word and Spirit of 
God, producing a new nature which 
delights in holiness and righteousness 
(Rom. 7:22). 


Verse 34.—“They shall all know me.” 
When the new covenant is confirmed 
to Israel and Judah, “all Israel shall be 
saved” (Rom. 11:26), for then a nation 
shall be born at once (Isa. 66:8). It 
will not be necessary after that glorious 
transformation to seek to evangelize Is- 
rael, for all will know the Lord as 
Saviour and King and will rejoice in 
the forgiveness of all their sins, put far 
away to be no more remembered by 
God, who will then have carried out 
the purpose of grace which he has had 
in his heart from the time he chose this 
people to be his own. 


Verse 35.—“The Lord, which giveth the 
sun for a light by day.” Behind the 
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universe is no mere force or impersonal 
principle, but the living personal God, 
who created all things and who sustains 
and controls them by his almighty power 
and wisdom. Sun, moon, and stars do 
his bidding. The planets pursue their 
orbits at his will. “The sea is his, and 
he made it” (Psa. 95:5); he controls its 
raging, and at his command makes the 
storm a calm (Psa. 107:29). This is the 
omnipotent One with whom we have to 
do. 


Verse 36.—If ... then.” In this verse 
the Spirit of God asserts the lasting char- 
acter of the nation of Israel. Not unless 
the ordinances of the heavens depart 
shall this peculiar people lose their 
identity and cease to be a distinctive 
nation. During all the centuries of their 
wanderings among the Gentiles, no 
power has prevailed to destroy them, 
nor ever shall, until at last God’s Word 
concerning their restoration is fulfilled 
and they shall become once more a 
united nation in their own land under 
the blessings of the new covenant. 


Verse 37.—“If heaven above can be 
measured, and the foundations of the 
earth searched out.” With man this is 
absolutely impossible. To him the uni- 
verse is boundless and the center of the 
globe remains a mystery. But until 
these things can be done, God will not 
“cast off all the seed of Israel for all 
that they have done.” Their guilt and 
wickedness are not minimized, but God, 
who took them up in grace, will deliver 
them at last from all their enemies, and 
redeem them unto himself, after they 
have been chastened for their sins and 
brought to repentance as a people (Amos 
3:2).

God 
has devised or granted to the believer 
all the blessings of the new covenant 
which Christ purchased with his blood 
upon the cross. These riches of grace 
are ours now who have put our trust 
in him whose one offering has accom- 
plished our eternal redemption (Heb. 
9:12). The covenant will be made with 
the people of Israel and Judah in the 
latter days after God’s present work 
among the Gentiles is completed. See 
Romans 11. 


The Law written upon the Heart and 
Mind. This is the very opposite of legal- 
ity. It involves a joyous obedience be- 
cause of the preciousness of the will of 
God to the regenerated soul. All thought 
of merit disappears. In its place there 
is glad surrender to the One who has 
saved us and whose slightest wish is 
the law of our lives. We are “created 
in Christ Jesus unto [not by] good 
works, which God hath before ordained 
that we should walk in them” (Eph. 
2:10). 


Israel and Judah. We are not to 
spiritualize these terms in order to make 
the promise in Jeremiah 31 (repeated 
in Heb. 8 and 9) refer exclusively to 
the present age and to God’s work 
among the Gentiles. The covenant will 
be made, as predicted, with- God’s 
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earthly people when they are restored 
to himself and to their land in the 
Kingdom-age. Meantime, we are blessed 
with all spiritual blessings in the 
heavenlies in Christ and so enjoy all that 
will be theirs in that day, except what 
has to do with their earthly inheritance. 


Applications and Summaries 


There is nothing more clearly taught 
in, Scripture than the regathering ‘and 
redemption of Israel and Judah in the 
last days (Jer. 31:27, 28). 


It is one proof of our love for Christ 
if we love and seek to help the scattered 
nation from whom, as: concerning the 
flesh, he came (Rom. 9:5). 


When the new covenant is actually 
consummated with Israel and Judah, 
the Lord will give them a heart to love 
him and will cleanse them from.all the 
filthiness of their sins (Ezek. 36: 24-27). 


Under law, God said to man, “This 
do, and thou shalt live.” Under the 
grace of the new covenant, he says, Be- 
lieve and live. Have we received his 
testimony in simple childlike faith? 


When God forgives sin he puts it 
away forever, never calling it to mind 
again. This is true of all who receive 
Christ as their Saviour. 


Those who hate the Jews will never 
be able to destroy them until they can 
blot out the sun from the heavens and 
drag the stars from the firmament. 


One of the first evidences of the new 
birth is a love for the Word of God 
and an earnest desire to. walk in obe- 
dience to its precepts. Have we tested 
ourselves by this? 

What a day it will be for the world 
when missions and evangelism will no 
longer be necessary, “for the earth shall 
be full of the knowledge of the Lord, 
as the waters cover the sea”! (Isa. 11:9.)

Every now and then some skilled man 
or woman does something out of the 
ordinary. People wonder, and the usual 
answer is, “It is all in the know.” 

One of the wails upon mani. lips is, 
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“Oh, if I had only known!” (Luke 19: 
41, 42.) 

Years ago an old college friend, the 
late Governor William Sproul, asked me, 
“Say, Bill, what made the. great change 
in your life? You and your gang were 
the faculty headache and its ‘unfinished 
business.’ ” 

“Governor, I found that old Book on 
Prexy’s desk to be true from cover to 
cover.” 

Now if I had gone into details I might 
have said, “Governor, I came to know 
God.” Charles Lamb’s old whim-wham 
could be paraphrased a little. In the 
coffeehouse where Garrick, Reynolds, 
Goldsmith, and Lamb _ foregathered, 
Lamb was tearing out Pitt, the great 
English statesman. 

Garrick said, “Why, Charley, I didn’t 
know that you knew Pitt!” , 

“Dave, I d-d-don’t,” stuttered Lamb. 
“you c-c-cawnt hate a m-m-mon you 
k-know.” 

I would twist this idea a little and 
say, “You can do nothing but love and 
serve a God you know.” Every now 
and then some man or woman dies who 
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belonged to the humble: folks: “But after 
he is gone and people are free to talk, 
it is discovered what high grade human 
timber had been grown in the commu- 
nity. The people had not known, and 
so could not appreciate. 

It was only after Dorcas had died that 
the garments became in evidence. (Acts 
9: 36-39.) 

In a burst of confidence, one of the 
country’s wealthy men told me how he 
helped the poor fellow who “stubs his 
toe” and falls into the hands of Old John 
Law and lands in jail, even though no 
criminal, except by accident.. His spe- 
cialty was to help the innocent wife to 
live and carry on, and keep her little 
family together while the unfortunate 
husband and father is locked up. 

I said to an associate of this banker, 
“Mr. So-and-So is a revelation to me.” 

“The world does not know Mr. So-and- 
So,” was the reply, “or the world would 
love and appreciate him as we do.”

Here are two 
genuine impossibilities. No great masses 
of glass of 200 or more inches in diam- 
eter in a telescope can measure the 
heavens. No ice machine or air-condi- 
tioning plant can keep the earth cool 
enough to search its foundations. Men 
work half-naked in mines a few thou- 
sand feet down. Or did so before air- 
conditioning was developed. 

Some nice starry night as you sit on 
porch or fence let your imagination sail 
away as far as it will go. Then put up 
a wall. You cannot think of a wall with- 
out something on the other side. 

How can astronomers tell us that on 
a given time in years and months to 
come if we will point our eyes or tele- 
scope to such and such a place we will 
find a comet? Yes, how can a mere man, 
with a book of logarithms and equations, 
work out for you the orbit of Juno, or 
some other planet? 

These same searchers of the heavens 
tell us there is a “heavenly body” out 
there 400,000,000 miles in diameter. That 
is over four times the distance from the 
earth to the sun. Some planet, eh! It 
is called “Antaries.” My encyclopedia 
says it is a “double star.” It is big 
enough to be this world’s mother 
country. 

However, we are being told the dan- 
ger of Israel being cast off is quite re- 
mote. Woe to that nation who under- 
takes to cast off Israel! Look at Spain 
today, and at Germany and Italy to- 
morrow. (Gen. 12:3; 27:29; Num, 24:9.)

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
Beginning: To be good, and like it. 


Discussion: What is the difference be- 
tween lip service and heart service? 


Objective: Proverbs 4:23. 











AY, fellows, a lot of people have an 

idea that to be righteous, one must 
refrain from the things he likes to do, 
while he undertakes to do a lot of things 
that give him no pleasure whatsoever; 
that life must be just a succession of 
self-denials and unhappy drudgery. 
People who think that way have never 
trusted God; they look upon him as they 
would a suspicious stranger or as an 
intruder upon their personal rights. The 
Devil suggests thoughts like that. 

Jeremiah is showing us today how 
one can be good, and like it,—syes, be 
enthusiastic about it. He tells us that 
God will write his law in our hearts. 
Law on the statute books is a very dif- 
ferent thing from law written on the 
heart. When God’s law is in our hearts 
it gives us actual joy to keep it; we 
should shrink with horror from breaking 
it. When God’s law is in our hearts we 
get very close to him, and doing right 
is a great pleasure. “Great peace have 
they which love thy law: and nothing 
shall offend them” (Psa. 119:165). With 
God’s law written on our hearts we ex- 
perience an intimacy with him which is 
very wonderful. Just look at what the 
Lord Jesus.says: “If a man love me, 
he will keep my words: and my Father 
will love him, and we will come unto 
him, and make our abode with him” 
(John 14:23). 

I believe that down in his heart every 
fellow would like to be good. The Devil 
will try to deceive him into thinking 
that he does not want to be good; but 
if a fellow will stop a minute’and think 
seriously he will discover that he does 
have a desire, however faint it may be, 
to do right and to be right with God. 
One does not follow sin very long be- 
fore finding that it does not pay. The 
toll is heavy, and “the game is not worth 
the candle.” It is in the moments of 
such discovery that there comes a keen 
little pain of longing for a better life. 
Do you know you can fan that spark 
into the flame of a real purpose for 
righteousness; and if right there you will 
ask God to write his law on your heart 
he will do it. “Him that cometh to me 
I will in no wise cast out” (John 6:37). 
God is so quick to respond to a prayer 
like that that he meets the seeker more 
than half way. “And it shall come to 
pass, that before they call, I will answer; 
and while they are yet speaking, I will 
hear” (Isa. 65:24). 

So, fellows, if you want to be a faith- 
ful, law-abiding servant of God, with 
all the attendant joys of that kind of 
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life, the way is wide open and very sim- 


ple. The Lord God has never’ broken 
a promise, or defaulted a _ contract.

Activity—On a large poster draw a 
fountain, or use a magazine picture of 
one.

Memory Verse.—‘And she shall bring 
forth a son, and thou shalt call his name 
JESUS: for he shall save his people from 
their sins” (Matt. 1:21). 











IRLS, only when we have God’s law 

in the innermost part of our beings, 
and when his plans become our pur- 
poses, car we consistently interpret daily 
experiences in spiritual terms. Let us 
quote some outstanding bits of advice 
from God’s law (Exod. 20:3-17; Matt. 7: 
12; 1 Cor. 10:31; Col. 3:17). 

The world questions. God’s Law re- 
plies. The world says, “How did life 
begin?” God says, “In the beginning 
God” —a sufficient response. The world 
says, “What shall we do?” God says, 
“Love.” The world says, “How may we 
find satisfaction?” God, in his Word, 
says, “Thy word have I hid in mine 
heart, that I might not sin against thee” 
(Psa. 119:11). 

God’s law in the heart is our con- 
sideration for today. His law is “the law 
of the wise ... a fountain of life.” 
(See Activity.) Our lesson text (Jer. 
31:31-37) refers to God’s law for Israel, 
with a message also for us. 

JEHOVAH, ISRAEL’Ss FOUNTAINHEAD 

(This outline might be assigned for 
reports.) 

1. God knew Abraham’s future when 
he made the first covenant for Israel 
(Gen. 12:1-4; 17:1-8). 

2. He knew of the Promised Land 
while Israel murmured and doubted 


(Num. 14:31). 

3. He knew of Israel’s failure (Jer. 
32: 30-33). 

4. He knows of Israel’s future (Jer. 
32: 37-42). 


5. He knows of the united future of 
Jews and Gentiles who believe (Rev. 7: 
17). 

“Why did God let the Jews, his chosen 
people, faii?” ask some. He did not “let 
them fail.” They chose to fail by re- 
jecting him (1 Sam. 8:7; John 1:11). 
Nevertheless, Jehovah is still the Foun- 
tainhead of Israel. Can you tell discour- 
aged Jews about God’s new covenant 
for them? They should have the chance 
to know. 

Heart-contact with God’s law: that was 
what Israel needed. That is what we 
need today. Heart-contact implies love. 


Loe for God’s law would impel worship . 
and surrender. “O how love I thy law!: 
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it is my meditation all the day” (Psa. 
119:97). 

Law alone is not the source of good- 
ness, and as long as Israel put their 
trust in law instead of God they were 
weak. Christ did for Israel and all 
others what none could do for self. 


Curist, OuR FOUNTAINHEAD (Psa. 36:9) 
He came to fulfill the law (John 1:17; 
Rom. 8:3). Our Memory Verse empha- 
sizes the fact that “he shall save his 
people from their sins.” Safety, secur- 
ity, and freedom are what the world is 
seeking, and we find these in Christ be- 
cause he “is the end of the law” (Rom. 
10:4). He is the Fountainhead who 
cleanses our past, and who provides con- 
tinual cleansing for every need. 


THE FOUNTAIN-SOURCE WITHIN (John 4: 14) 

“Why do we need the Bible and the 
church to tell us how to live?” asked 
Mae. “We know that we should be 
good.” 

“Yes,” Nora answered, “we know it, 
but do we practice it? Can we practice 
goodness by ourselves? We need Christ, 
and when we have him, we have his 
goodness within.” 

We must “work out” what his Spirit 
“works in” (Phil. 2:12, 13). 


THE FOUNTAIN OVERFLOWING 
(John 4:15, 16) 

What can God’s law in the heart mean 
to society? As a fountain overflows its 
brim, so it is when Christ becomes the 
source of a life: his blessing will over- 
flow into the lives of others. During this 
quarter we have been reviewing com- 
munity activities of Christian workers, 
activities such as social justice, the way 
to peace, comfort for afflicted ones, and 
the securing of right leadership. Suc- 
cessful workers need God’s law in the 
heart. How shall we put Gad’s law into 
hearts? How many suggestions can you 
list? 

Memory Work FOR Younc FOoLks 

“How can I interest young people in 
learning Scripture?” asked a friend. 
‘Memory verse contests; Bible verse 
matches conducted like spelling bees; 
and Scripture games will interest 
Juniors; but how can I stimulate teen- 
age boys and girls in memorizing Scrip- 
ture?” 

Is it important that teen-agers learn 
Scripture? (2 Tim. 2:15; 3:15-17; Heb. 
4:12; 1 Pet. 3:15.) Youth of these ages 
will not be interested in learning unless 
they can be certain of the value, and 
church leaders cannot compel modern 
young folk, especially those who have 
not grown up in a Christian environ- 
ment, to do that for which they may 
see no reason, or that which they find 
distasteful. 

First, they must observe the value of 
memorized Scripture through the lives 
of Christians. Then, they must become 
conscious of the need of God’s law in 
their own situations. Furthermore, they 
should be encouraged in the selection of 
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helpful Scripture for daily reading. 
Many such lists are available. 

By repetition, application, and pigeon- 
holing for emergency, I have found the 
following verses, among many others, 
to be of immeasurable value in my own 
life (John 1:12; Josh. 1:9; Psa. 138:8; 
Prov. 3:5, 6; Luke 9:23; John 15:5; Rom. 
1:16; 8:28; 12:1, 2; 1 Cor. 15:57; 2 Cor. 
2:14; 12:9; Eph. 3:20; Phil. 1:20, 21; 4: 
13; 2 Tim. 1:12b).

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 
One more lesson from Jeremiah’s book. 











AST week we learned how Jeremiah 
told the people everything God had 
said, and begged them not to believe 
the false prophets that were telling them 
lies. Today we are to find out some of 
the pleasant things Jeremiah prophesied 
about. 

Jeremiah told the Israelites that they 
would be punished for their wickedness, 
and carried away from their own land 
to all nations all over the world. Even 
today thére are Jews in every country. 
They have had no country of their own, 
or any temple to worship in, for many 
hundreds of years. It all came to pass 
just as Jeremiah had said God would 
cause it to happen.

Many 
thousands of Jews are back in their 
country, and they are getting the land 
ready for the whole nation when God 
shall bring them home, for he has prom- 
ised, and God always keeps his prom- 
ises. They are already planting grape- 
vines and oranges and lemons and grain, 
and the land is being watered, both by 
the spring rains which God sends, and 
by irrigation, water running in ditches 
and canals. Young men and women are 
working in the fields and taking out the 
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rocks so fields can be plowed. They are 
building roads with the rocks, so auto- 
mobiles and tractors can go from place 
to place. In many ways they are getting 
ready for the prophecy spoken by Jere- 
miah, ready for God to do those things. 

But Jeremiah told them something even 
more wonderful than that. He told them 
that their Messiah, Jesus Christ, was 
coming, to be born of a virgin. And he 
told. them that when they had been 
brought back to their own land, Jesus 
Christ should be their ruler, he should 
be their King, and should rule in Jeru- 
salem. Then they shall be the greatest 
nation and the greatest country, and all 
the world will be ruled by their King, 
Jesus Christ. Then the poor Jew, who 
has been without a home or a country 
or any safe place to live, who has been 
driven from one country to another, will 
have a safe place, a place that God has 
promised shall be safe forever. Isn’t that 
good news? 

And one more thing, Jeremiah told 
them that in that time they will not even 
want to worship idols and disobey God, 
they will love him and want to serve 
him. 

Why? Our Golden Text tells us, “I 
will put my law in their inward parts, 
and write it in their hearts; and will be 
their God, and they shall be my people” 
(Jer. 31:33). I think we can get a les- 
son from this text. Why is it we have 
such ‘a hard time to be good? Because 
our-hearts are wicked, isn’t it? Don’t 
you want God to change your heart so 
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you will want to love him and worship 
him? Oh, I know you do! And there 
is just one way to have it changed, and 
that is to let the Lord Jesus Christ be 
your Saviour, and his Holy Spirit come 
into your heart and change it. Some of 
us have tried and tried to be good, but 
something inside of us .was always mak- 
ing us bad. We cannot make ourselves 
good. Only the Holy Spirit living in us 
can keep us out of sin. 

I hope every one of you is asking 
Him to take your heart and life and 
make it just what He wants it to 
be. Maybe you think you are too little, 
but you aren’t. I have seen little Pri- 
mary children that God changed so their 
own mothers could hardly believe they 
were the same children. Will you let 
him change you?

F ALL the teachers in his pre-high 

school years, one stands out clearly 
and distinctly in the memory of the 
writer. She was a Quakeress, slight of 
figure and unprepossessing in appear- 
ance. There were others whd made con- 
siderable stir about discipline and effi- 
ciency. But this teacher maintained 
discipline and high grades. Never, in 
the time that he was in her class, did the 
writer hear her raise her voice above 
a quiet, speaking tone. The boys she 
taught were not held in check by fear 
or by threats. They respected her for 
her firmness and quiet authority, and 
they loved her for her genuine interest 
in their progress. When correction was 
necessary, there was no anger, but the 
offender was brought face to face with 
his offense in a way that he seldom for- 
got, and then was helped to a deter- 
mination to do better. And it was not 
long vefore a newcomer in her class 
realized that.the quietness and order that 
was the expected thing in this teacher’s 
room paid worth-while dividends when 
examinations came and report cards 
went. home.

In these days of bombastic speeches 
and swaggering dictators, when the 
largest following seems to go to the one 
who can scream the loudest, it is well to 
remember that there is another kind of 
leadership. In fact, in the final an- 
alysis, quiet leadership proves to be the 
most effective. Does anyone remember 
the names of the leaders who stirred up 
the Jews to cry, “Crucify him!” when 
Christ stood before Pilate? Even Pilate’s 
name would be unknown to the world 
today, except for his association with 
Christ. Yet, after nineteen hundred 
years, even those who are not particu- 
larly sympathetic to Christianity, in 
reading the simple account in the Gos- 
pels, recognize in the quietness and

strength of the Lord Jesus, that he was 
not on trial, but rather that Pilate and 
the Jewish nation were at the bar before 
him.

Our lesson verses remind us that all 
believers are not endowed with the same 
gifts. Since God has a special plan for 
each individual (Eph. 2:10), he provides 
those gifts that will be particularly use- 
ful in each plan. All cannot be out- 
standing leaders, nor are all equipped to 
be teachers or preachers. Our great con- 
cern should be to “apprehend that for 
which also I am apprehended of Christ” 
(Phil. 3:12),— in other words, to fulfill 
God’s expectation of us. It is one thing 
to desire the best gifts, Paul reminds us 
(1 Cor. 12:31), but better to desire above 
all else God’s love flooding our lives and 
showing itself in all our words and ac- 
tions (1 Cor. 13).

And if our place in God’s plan seems 
to be one of obscurity and humility and 
quiet service, let us remember that “in 
quietness and in confidence shall be 
your strength” (Isa. 30:15). It was not 
in the earthquake or fire or wind that 
Moses heard God’s voice, but in the great 
quiet that followed. In our place ‘of 
quiet fellowship and seeming lack of 
influence may be the roots of a ministry 
more lasting and far-reaching than we 
dream.

How 
can we live at all?” The boy was very.

“That is impossible,” said Ali, shak- 
ing his head, “more so than ever before.

“Yet I must come,” said the teacher, 
“for I think perhaps I have a key to 
open the. door for you.” And so it 
proved, for owing to the kindness of 
a friend in America the necessary money 
for fees had been sent with the request 
that it should be used to admit a new 
boy, preferably from a Moslem family. 

Ali’s father willingly agreed, and the 
teacher also promised to try and find him 
a job near the school. This he did on 
his return, so the whole family came to 
live in the town, and Ali was overjoyed. 

“How foolish I was,” said Ali to his 
friend one day. “I was so worried. be- 
cause the cobra’s milk was spilt and the 
goats lost, but God allowed it all to 
work for good as it says in his true 
Word. I must never forget what he has 
done for us, but love and trust him 
even when things look black.”

The Accuracy of the Bible. By A. S. 
Yahuda. (E. P. Dutton and Co., New 
York City, $3.) To destructive critics 
of the Old Testament this work is not 
so much book as bomb. Its more than 
two hundred pages send wave upon 
wave of Egyptian force against the As- 
syrian, Babylonian, and Palestinian po- 
sitions taken by learned defenders of 
the documentary origin of the Penta- 
teuch. They hold that the earliest por- 
tions of the Pentateuch were written in 
the ninth century B. C., when prophecy 
reached its highest levels. The latest 
portions, they maintain, were written 
during the sixth century B. C., in the 
days of Ezekiel and the Babylonian cap- 
tivity. Limiting his researches to the 
Joseph and the Exodus narratives, and 
to the early stories of Genesis, Dr. Ya- 
huda decisively levels these citadels of 
destructionism. 

He shows, for example, that Assyrian- 
Babylonian elements in the Genesis 
stories are outweighed by Egyptian ele- 
menitts.. This corroborates the belief that 
the stories could have been written only 
at.a time when the Hebrews lived in 
Egypt in closest contact with the Egyp- 
tians. This proves in turn that the 
critics are wrong in assigning this As- 
syro-Babylonian influence to _ Israel’s 
contact with Babylonia in the exile of 
the sixth century B. C. It argues for 
a contact, some thirteen centuries earlier 
when, about the nineteenth century 
B. C., the patriarchs left Babylon. The 
Genesis stories belong, therefore, not to 
the late period for which destructive 
critics contend, but to the ‘time of the 
great civilization of Ur of the Chaldees, 
as the archeological discoveries of Leon- 
ard Woolley attest. 

The Joseph and Exodus narratives re- 
veal so close a relation to Egyptian lan- 
guage and thought that the accounts, 
not unlike the Genesis stories, could 
have been written only by someone liv- 
ing in Egypt, in closest contact with the 
Egyptians. Literally ransacking these 
sections for their Egyptian influence, Dr. 
Yahuda produces convincing evidence 
that any theory that puts the origin of 
these sections of the Pentateuch later 
than the nineteenth century before 
Christ is wrong. He does it moreover 
in a most interesting and, at times, en- 
tertaining way. He speaks of Pharaohic 
stubbornness; skinning landlords; hippo- 
logical conditions. He tells about labor 
strikes in Egypt, and about Egyptian 
girls rouging their lips before hand mir- 
rors. 

In at least one instance the casualties 
of the book invade conservative position. 
Spirit-filled expositors have made much of 
Joseph’s elevation to high Egyptian hon- 
ors under the rule of the Hykses, or 
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Shepherd, kings. They were Semites; 
Joseph was a Semite; hence the- favor 
to Joseph, his brethren, ‘and their father 
Jacob. Dr. Yahuda spoils all this: he 
shows conclusively’ that Joseph’s advent 
to power occurred before the Hyksos 
invaded Egypt. Strong conservative 
outposts, such as the Hyksos use of 
horses and shepheris being an abomina.- 
tion to Egyptians, are ruthlessly swept 
before Egyptian facts. Thanks to Dr. 
Yahuda Genesis and Exodus are better 
understood’ books now. Moreover they 
are books unquestionably written by 
Moses. 


The Key to the Psalms. By Sylvester 
Vernon Williams, M.A. (Chapman and 
Grimes, Inc., 30 Winchester St., Boston, 
Mass., $1.25.) Have we been thinking of 
the Psalms as an assorted anthology or 
as a helter-skelter arrangement of de- 
votional phrases and texts? If we have, 
then Pastor Williams has a pleasant sur- 
prise in store. For he presents them 
from an entirely new viewpoint, group- 
ing the 150 Psalms in their proper his- 
torical form of five distinct books.. And 
then he describes each Psalm’s particu- 
lar setting, purpose, authorship, beauty, 
and individuality in such a manner that 
one will actually know and remember 
it. 

One of the unique features of the 
study is its constant reference to the 
characters of secular and religious his- 
tory. One learns that Psalm 46, for ex- 
ample, was sung by the Puritans as they 
set sail for America; that Psalm 35 was 
read aloud by Benjamin Franklin in the 
Continental Congress of 1776; that Psalm 
115 was used by the early Christians to 
voice their triumph over Cesar; while 
Psalm: 118 was sung by Wycliffe when 
he was dying. It seems, in fact, that

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lighted and all the boys and councilors 
and other leaders and guests would 
gather round it, grateful for the extra 
warmth in the cool evening air. Hymns 
and choruses were sung, testimonies 
were given, and then the camp leader, 
or one of his visiting friends,—a mis- 
sionary, teacher, or pastor, — would give 
a heart-searching message. At last the 
boys would go back to their own tents 
and cabins, where intimate prayer 
groups closed the day. These were not 
long, and no boy was forced to pray, 
but many a boy has come to Christ in 
such moments, and many another . has 
yielded himself anew to his Lord and 
Master. 

How often such scenes as these will 
be repeated in the many fine Christian 
camps and conferences all over our coun- 
try this coming summer! The picture 
given here nappens to be drawn from 
past experiences in boys’ camps, but of 
course there are just as many and just 
as fine camps for the girls as for the 
boys. How could a young person —or 
even an older person—spend his vaca- 
tion in a better way than by mingling 
with others of his own age in the happy, 
wholesome, outdoor life which is offered 
by our Christian camps and conferences 
today!
